For the women leaders are aim- 
ing high. They are not going to be 
content with the standards of male 
voters. They, feel that women have the

ganization. - 


There is no politics here of the par- 
tisan, variety. Resolutions favoring or 
opposing specific pieces of legislation 
are not acted on hastily. It takes a 
year.and sometimes two years before 
the national league of women voters 
takes a stand. Local leagues, state 
leagues and general committee confer- 
ences all have to pass on the topics 
for a, convention program and opin- 
ions are canvassed three months in 
advance of the convention 
meeting. 


It's not like the party conventions in 
which a committee of resolutions in 
twenty four hours of continuous sit- 
ting- frames a political platform touch- 
ing on domestic and foreign problems 
of maximum importance only to have 
the platform side-tracked througfeaut 
the campaign as an overweighted doc- 
ument of compromise phrases. 


Very few general declarations are 


made by the National league of Wo- 
men -Voters. On the subject of equal 
rights for women, for instance, this 
organization is not attempting by a 
single federal amendment to the con- 
stitution to place all legislation with 
respect to womenfv and men on an 
equal basis. Rather is it recognize;! 
that there is •» physical inequality be- 
tween men and women and that pro- 
tective legislation for women in indus- 
try might be jeopardized by an all-in- 
clusive federal amendment. The Na- 
tional League prefers to work f 
equality of treatment in specific state 
and federal legislation where there is 
discrimination against women and to 
preserve the advantages given to wo- 
men especially in the industrial world. 


TO MEET EVERT 2 YEARS 


There is a plan afoot to hold the 


convention of the 
league every two 
years. This is a significant step. It 
means that the league is sure of its 
membership and certain of the char- 
acter of its state and local workers. 
Now the League of Women Voters 
feels that more time can be' devoted to 
intensive study of program topics and 
internal organization by local units if 
it were not necessary to give three or 
four months of the year to convention 
preparations. The

idea probably will be adopted and if it 
is it will be evidence mat the Nation- 
al League of Women Voters feels sub- 
stantial progress has been made on 
the plan of non-partisan education of 
women voters adopted seven years 
ago as an auxiliary to effective mem- 
bership in political parties.

When it failed to appear at Trotsk 
early Thursday, a squadron of soviet 
airplanes flew out continually in an 
endeavor to find it.

efforts to establish radio communica- 
tion with the Norge an* the unfavor- 
able meterological conditions caused 
some anxiety for her safety. At one 
time the airship was far out of her 
course over the Baltic sea. 


"The weather was fine when we de- 
parted from Oslo at 3:15 Thursday 
morning," said one of the members of 
the expedition, "but soon a 
dense 


fog gathered over the mountains be- 
tween Norway and Sweden. 


LOSE DIRECTION 


"At sunrise a dense fog surround- 


ed us. It was impossible to discern 
where we actually were.

Nominations for membership on the 


commission are to be scrutinized with the 
greatest care. Any president may make 
an unfortunate selection.

FIGHTING TYPHOID 


In its fourteenth annual report \ipon 


the prevalence of typhoid in the largest 
cities in the United States the Journal of 
the American Medical Association pre- 
sents some facts which, while not justify- 
ing discouragement, should attract the se- 
rious attention of the medical profession. 
Last year, 1925. according to these sta- 
tistics, seems to have been "a typhoid 
year." but no explanation is given of the 
fact that the total average for fifty-nine 
cities was the highest since 1921. The 
average death rate per 100.000 of popu- 
lation was 3.43 in 1925. as against 3.09 
in 1924 and 3.14 in 1923. But the av- 
erage when compared with that of 1910, 
•when it was 19.61, reveals the great 
progress which has been made in the 
meantime as a result of the systematic 
protection of water supplies from pollu- 
tion, the purification of milk and the use 
of anti-typhod inoculation. 


It is gratifying to know that the north 


central states, including "Wisconsin. Ohio 
and Indiana, make the best showing of 
all. with a death rate of only 2.22. New 
England, with a rate of 2.42, and the 
middle Atlantic states. 2.95, are next and 
must be compared with 8.12 in the south 
Atlantic states. 16.14 and 14.36 in the 
east and west south central states, respec- 
tively, Kentucky, Tennessee, Texas and 
.Oklahoma. 


The explanation seems to be that the 


cities of the south pay no such attention 
to purification of water supplies and 
ban- 


ning the dangerous well as do northern 
cities like Grand Rapids, and also that 
there is no such careful inspection of milk 
and dairy herds. Polluted water and milk 
are now generally recognized as the two 
great typhoid mediums.
